CHANGES IN DUNN ROAD LAW 


The Princeton Union notes some of 
tlit* changes made in the Dunn road 
law by the last legislature as follows. 
Th» | e may be as many as four road 
ov erseers in each town; v oters to de 
terrain» the num be r at town meet 
ing. 
For the year 1915 the super 
v isors may appoint additional road 
ov erseers of their ow n v olition. Town 
and county boards are giv en com­ 
plete control of town 
and 
county 
roads. 
The highway commission is 
obliged to defray all the expenses of 
assistance state highway engineers 
S tate money can be 
expended 
on 
state roads w ithin v illage limits to 
the e xt e nt of $1.5-00 if the board of 
county commissioners so determine. 
The .prov ision that required counties 
to construct or improv e all bridges 
t ha t originally cost $1,000 or more 
ha s been elim inated. 
In 
eases 
of 
em ergency, where roads hav e been 
rendered impassably, from windfall or 
othe r cause, the ov erseer of the dis­ 
tric t in which the road is located is 
required to forthw ith render the road 
passable, and if it is a state road the 
cou nty is required to pay the cost 
thereof. 
It is made the duty of eoun 
ty a ttorneys to prosecute obstructors 
of roads. 
County boards are giv en 
the right to construct ditches for the 
purpose of d raining 
state 
roads 
Town boards can improv e cartw ay 
w hen they deem it necessary in the 
inte re st of the public. 
Final pay­ 
m e nt cannot be made on any contract 
exceeding $200 until a certificate is 
tiled by the town or county auditor 
or the town clerk , as the case may be 
tha t the w-ork has been properly don 
and 
according to contract. 
Under 
the 1913 law- the assistant highway 
engineer was obliged to tile such cer 
tiiieate. 
A share of the state road 
and bridge fund my be expended on 
town as w-ell 
as 
county 
roads.-

For instance I felt perfectly safe in 
Ploeg street wood, a q u a r te r of a 
mile 
behind 
th e 
English 
trenches 
until Villiers pointed out th at the 
most dangerous place in w arfare was 
behind the trenches, from enemy bul­ 
lets that had missed the top of t r e n c h ­ 
es. 
There ar© little missiles of war 
like that which are well knowrn to 
him as they are to every soldier. But 
in the main it was all brand new'. 
Villiers first cam paign was in 1876. 
In those days no o n e touched off it 
cannon until the enemy was in sight; 
it was like aim ing a rifle. 
But this afternoon we looked on at 
tw en tieth 
cenltury 
artillery 
tiring. 
The British artillerym en were at a t ­ 
tention at the ir guns, when the offi­ 
cer in charge showed us a map. 
“ You see we’re in this section,” he 
explained, “ and we’re going to shoot 
at this spot," 
lie indicated a point 
four miles distant, in the German 
lines. 
F a rm s and roads and villages 
and the English and German tren dies 
lay 'between us 
and 
the 
target. 
“ T h e re ’s a ruined farm house there. 
German officers are always h an g i n g 
around it and we have to touch it up 
every now and then.*’ 
“ F i r e ! ” he said. 
Tho shell drilled 
its echoing tu nnel thro u g h the sky 
and the British officer, some miles 
ahead of us, who saw t h e shell ex­ 
plode telephoned back t h a t it had 
fallen short. 
The guns were changed; the 'man 
.'ired ag ain ; this t i m 1* the message 
•ame th a t th e shell had gone a little 
too far. 
The British 
artillerym en 
tinkered with th eir gun as delicately 
as a w a tc h m a k e r adju stin g a jewelled 
watch and then the gun boomed out 
again. 
" I t hit the farm house” was the 
message th a t came back over the tel­ 
ephone.

was hundred

shooting, for th e two test shots are 
almost alw'ayg necessary 
in 
range 
finding. The tw en tieth century B rit­ 
ish artillerym an were sh ow ing how 
w,ell they kmew to shoot. 
But th e r e ’s 
another point in this tw en tieth c e n ­ 
tu ry w arfa re t h a t is even more im­ 
p o rta n t and t h a t is to keep in mind 
where not to hit. 
L a te r in the day we saw an aston-l 
ishlng example of this. 
We were in 
English trenches at 
Floeg 
street. 
Villiers had trudged down th e trench 
before me. 
Through a periscope we 
looked across the deep green grass of 
No m a n ’s land and saw the German 
trenches, not a block distant. 
S cat­ 
tered rifles firing was incessant. Bul­ 
lets whistled over the trench now 
and then, but it was a quiet sunshiny, 
lazy spring afternoon. 
The English 
soldiers sat about smoking, talking 
or reading. 
Suddenly, from behind 
us, came the yell of an English shell. 
it passed directly over us. 
“ A h it" was th e word th a t a peri­ 
scope 
man 
merely 
sent 
down 
the 
trenches. 
Through a periscope we 
saw 
a 
black cloud h an g in g over the German 
trenches; there was a gap in their 
line of sandbags. 
I was glad that 
we couldn’t 
see 
into the G orm an 
trench. 
What 
was going on 
over 
there at that moment, hidden from 
our eyes, we could not know. Surely 
there were dead and torn men, lying 
in a bloodly muck of a shrapnel. 
The same afternoon sun th a t was 
w arm ing us was looking down on 
th a t sight which we could not see. 
The th ree hundred feet b etw e en us 
and them was like the width of the
